too. So I called them and 
they jumped all over the 
idea." 

The logistics of the 
Pickens County Carpool are, 
perhaps, typical. Jones and 
Keith Crowley are both from 
Carrollton. Thev meet in the 
morning about 7 a.m. at the 
church Crowley pastors in 
town: the Carrollton Church 
of God. "I feel pretty safe 
leaving my car in the church 
parking lot," says Jones. 

Each of the three take a 
week of driving. Crowley 
and Jones meet up with 
Omar Beauchamp at a serv- 
ice station near the intersec- 
tion of Ala. Hwys. 86 and 
82. The one who is not driv- 
ing that week leaves his or 
her car there. 

"You should see the cars 
that are starting to pile up at 
that service station," Jones 
said. 

Might they start charg- 
ing a parking fee, did she 
think. '*You know, they 
might, but it wouldn't matter 
because I think this is a 
whole new way of life- 
People are waking up to the 
reality that gas is just not 
going to be cheap anymore/* 
Jones said. 

Beauchamp said the 
reality of carpooling "is 
going to get to the point 
where folks got to. I use to 
drive 48 miles to work. I 
would love it if West 
Alabama developed mass 
transit, but this is the next 
best thing." 

Crowley put his linger 
on the crux when of the mat- 
ter he said, "1 save $160 per 
month carpooling" 



9 Tips for Successful Carpooling 
from CommuterPagexom 

1. Determine your route and schedule. Establish the morning 
pickup point(s) and designate a place(s) to meet for the trip 
home, 

2. Draw up a schedule for driving responsibilities. If all 
members of your carpool alternate driving, decide among 
yourselves if you want to alternate on a daily, weekly, or 
monthly basis. 

3. Establish a method for reimbursing driving expenses. Is all 
members of your carpool do not share the driving equally, 
come to an understanding of how the costs will be shared 
and agree on payment dates. 

4. Be punctual. Decide how long the driver is expected to 
wait. When home pickups are utilized, do not disturb every- 
one in the neighborhood by honking if a rider is running a 
few minutes late. 

5. Establish policies. Smoking or nonsmoking; music and 
volume; food and drinks. Your carpool will have a better 
chance of success if possible irritants are discussed initially. 

6. Make carpooling service on purpose. If it is for commut- 
ing to and from work, do not let it become a shopping or 
errand service. 

7. Establish a chain of communication. If a driver is ill, or 
will not be going to work one day, an alternate driver should 
be notified to ensure that other members of the carpool will 
have a ride. If a member is ill or will not be working, the 
driver must be contacted as soon as possible. 

8. Drive carefully and keep the vehicle in good repair. This 
includes keeping the vehicle clean and safe. There are others 
involved. There should be no excuse for excessive speed, use 
of alcohol, or reckless maneuvers. 

9. Respect your fellow carpooler's wishes. Especially in the 
morning when some people like a time of quiet.
